3) INVENTIVE STEP 



The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject matter of claim 1-6 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 
33(3)PCT. 

The problem to be solved by the present application is the provision of a medicament 
for the prevention of stroke or reducing the risk of stroke. 

The solution proposed by the applicant is a medicament containing dipyridamole in 
combination with acetylsalicylic acid (ASA) and an angiotensin II antagonist, 

Documents D1 discloses the use of AT II antagonists in the manufacture of a 
medicament for the prevention of stroke. 

Document D2, D3 and D4 show that Aggrenox(R) (extended-release dipyridamole and 
aspirin in combination) are used for the prevention of stroke. 

The use of a combination of two or more active ingredients with known identical 
therapeutic use can only be considered as inventive when a surprising effect, an 
unexpected high synergistic effect or reduced side effects for example, can be assigned 
in relation to the claimed therapeutic use. In this respect, the present application lacks 
supportive evidence. 
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
